MEMORIES

mathematician  at  J.H.S.,  is  slowly  advancing  down  the  dark  hall  eagerly,  and  thoroughly  inspecting  each  locker  and  its  con¬ 
tents.  In  one  of  these  dusty  lockers  he  hopes  to  find,  among  other  remnants  of  a  by-gone  age,  a  time  capsule  left  there 
by  the  great  class  of  1955  whose  footsteps  have  long  since  finished  echoing  through  those  hallowed  halls.  Suddenly  he 
stops— locker  number  502— he  checks  his  notes  and  sees  that  this  was  the  locker  of  the  president  of  the  class  of  '55,  Earl 
DeMuesy.

After  surviving  a  whole  hour  of  a  Freshman  class,  I  am  confronted  during  the  third  period  by  a  bunch  of  boys  call¬ 
ing  themselves  a  physics  class.  Now,  let  me  see  .  .  .  that  one  back  there  with  the  puzzled  look  on  his  face  seems  to  be 
Dale  Ensinger  and  the  three  guys  sleeping  are  Tom  Scott,  Jim  Howenstine  and  Al  Ziesmer;  the  one  over  there  with  the 
knowing  look  is  Gene  Matako.  While  this  period  slowly  progresses.  Peg  Haynes  arrives  cheerily  with  the  list  of  the  day's 
absentees.  Well,  here  it  is  the  next  period  now,  and  there  I  am  in  Mr.  Matthews'  trig  class  looking  in  to  see  how  the  Seniors 
are  getting  along;  it  seems  that  I've  made  my  visit  on  a  real  red-letter  day— Ronnie  Lang  actually  has  his  homework  done.

The  next  period,  the  activity  period,  we  had  a  class  meeting.  Now  what's  that  little  group  in  the  back— a  com¬ 
mittee?  Nope,  just  a  bunch  of  girls:  Edith  Haas,  Jean  Ensinger,  Clara  Haymaker,  Patty  Michel,  Mary  Jane  Kiefer,  uh  .  .  . 
Joanne  Lewis,  Twyla  Miller  and  Johnny  Orr.  Let's  see  ...  oh  ...  up  front  petite  Pat  Swart  is  trying  her  darndest  to 
distract  Sue  Bush,  our  class  secretary,  who  is  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting. 

At  about  high  noon  as  I  step  into  the  hall  from  the  relative  quietness  of  the  men  teachers'  hide-out,  I  am  confronted 
once  again  by  Seniors.  Coming  this  way  now  are  several  girls  who  have  run  around  together  about  as  long  as  I  can  re¬ 
member;  June  Sauder,  Janet  Rowe  and  Betty  Jo  Miller.  Oh  .  .  .  here  comes  Dave  "Cutie  Pie"  Bray  and  Bill  Darush— Bill,  as 
usual,  is  followed  by  his  one  and  only,  Carol  Yost.  Now  who's  that  couple  tripping  up  the  steps?  Just  Kenny  Decker  and 
Jane  "Queenie"  Eckert  with  their  heads  in  the  clouds  again.  Next  on  our  parade  of  favorites  we  have  three  of  the  members 
of  the  "Big  Four";  Mary  Kimpean,  Connie  Simpson  and  Carole  Johnston,  the  girl  with  the  ninety-nine  boy-friends. 

As  soon  as  the  halls  have  cleared  sufficiently  to  allow  my  safe  passage  to  my  next  class— I  again  start  out.  Stopping 

into  Mrs.  Hyde's  English  literature  class,  I  am  again  confronted  by  a  group  of  Seniors— nearly  dormant.  There  in  the  back 

you  can  see  "It"  Bacon  trying  to  look  attentive  and  Joanne  Clatterbuck  already  asleep.  Up  front,  Judy  Carter  is  arguing 
with  Mrs.  Hyde  about  why  she  likes  Shelley,  and  Judy  Jolliff  is  listlessly  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  argument. 

After  surviving  the  slowest  period  of  the  day,  the  fifth,  I'm  off  to  my  afternoon  physics  class.  In  getting  to  the  lab, 

I  have  to  pass  Mr.  Geib's  French  II  class.  In  passing  on  this  particular  afternoon  I  heard  Ronny  Boyer,  Paul  Hassman,  Jim 
Watkins  and  Kathy  Lewis  all  trying  to  tell  Mr.  Geib  that  they  didn't  have  any  assignment  for  that  day  and  since  they  thought 
they  were  being  worked  too  hard,  they  shouldn't  have  one  for  the  next  day.  When  I  finally  reach  the  lab,  I  am  greeted  by 
the  shining  faces  of  some  more  Seniors.  Right  up  here  we  have  Ronny  Wyles  and  there  we  have  .  .  .  uhm  ...  let  me  see 
.  .  .  uh  .  .  .  Ronny  Blate,  Dave  Mercier,  and  George  "Jeepster"  Myers. 

Following  that  most  interesting  period,  I  have  an  hour  of  brief  respite  during  which  I  pay  a  visit  to  the  annual  staff 
next  door.  Since  this  is  a  typical  day,  you  can  see  Bill  Jarrett  over  there  goofin'  off  again  and  Jack  Kotz  is  trying  to  get

Being  rested  up  considerably,  I  jauntily  drift  downstairs  to  pay  a  momentary  visit  to  the  last  period  civics  class, 

arriving  just  in  time  to  see  some  of  the  more  athletic  Senior  boys:  Dick  Marchgnd,  Larry  Teeple,  Dick  Vieracker,  Arden 

Shammo,  and  Chuck  Boomhower  say  au  revoir  to  their  babes  and  prepare  to  leave  for  the  football  field  to  beat  their 

brains  out  for  dear  old  J.H.S.  I've  also  arrived  in  time  to  see  one  of  the  brides-to-be  of  our  class,  Betty  Lou  Miller,  leave 

with  the  bridegroom-to-be  and  to  see  Rheta  "Ride-em-cowboy"  Burger  happily  leave  these  hallowed  halls  for  an  evening's 
riding  practice. 

Finally,  after  living  through  thpt  murderous  last  period,  I  can  leave  for  home  .  .  .  and  I  do  .  .  .  see,  there  I  go. 

Well,  people  of  the  twenty-first  century,  wasn't  our  Senior  class  really  a  great  one?  I  will  always  continue  to  look 
with  pride  on  it  and  I  hope  that  you,  our  descendants,  can  look  back  on  all  of  us  with  great  pride,  too."
